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REDUCTION OF SAFE DISTANCES 

4. Safety distances may be reduced 
using the procedure described in Chapter 4 
proper. For the 81 mm mortar the splinter 
distances are 250 metres for unprotected 
troops and 125 metres for protected troops 
(in a splinter proof shelter or Leopard tank). 

5. The safety factors detailed in the 
Special Safety Considerations section of this 
Appendix must be added to the safety 
distance. 

6. Bedding- in rounds will be fired at no 
less than normal safety distances 

7. The following are the applicable 
safety distances:
